Yusreapar theChur ch Education Societ y laid its pro- 
gress and its hopes, before the largest and most en- 
thusiastic meeting ever convened fo support its cause. 
Those who know the Round Room of the Rotundo, 
increased as it is in space by the erection of galleries, 
may estimate the numbers who attended by the fact 
that hundreds could not gain admittance. For one 
moment neither the deep feeling of the speakers.nor 


the enthusiasm of the audience ever flagged. There 
was a seriousness, too, and a solemnity over all 


which proved thatthe understanding, as well as the 
hearts of the audience, were with the society. Nor 
is this the only augury of success. In spite of op- 
position, when opposition could not be expected ; in 
spite of defection, which, three short months since, it 
would have been treason to expect; and in deter- 
mined resistance, alike to the frowns and the seduc- 
tions of a temporising Ministry, the heads of the 
Society have deep cause for thankfulness to that 
Providence which worketh all things for good 
The income of the Society, during the pas 
year, exceeded that of the year preceding 
by no lessasum than £2,168. The Society was 
enabled to pay the Kildare-place Society, for books 
and requisites, £607 more than in 1858. Under its 
care are 1,615 schools, containing 78,487 pupils, of 
whom there are 14,580 Dissenters, and 11,13 Roman 
Catholics. If a stranger required to be shown the 
only really mixed schools in Ireland, he would be 
directed to the schools of the Church Education 
Society, and then, perhaps, he would learn with some 
astonishment that these mixed schools were 
slely by the volnatary contributions of the people, 
the State, professing to insist on mixed eduea- 
refuses to grant one farthing to those schools 
which are not, and never have been, exclusive. 
‘The Church Education Society asked for bread, 
and there was giyen to them astone. They pointed 
to the Convent Schools, where nuns and mouks acted 
upder a Government as yet nominally Protestant 


ag the instructors of youth, ‘They, put a plain case 


’ 
a 


| and requested that the same amount of aid should 


| be given to their Mixed Schools as is given gladly 
to Convent Schools, which must, from their very 
nature, be exclusive. In these Convent Schools there 
are no secular mistresses, the nuns, as teachers, 
paying themselves, according to a peculiar standard 
specially adopted for their schools, and, in some 
cases, feeding the children with the proceeds of funds 
intended for instruction. All this was laid before 
Mr. Cardwell, yet, with a disingenousness which is 
certainly not Irish, he tells the Society that “ no 


“has been allowed in favour of Convent Schools.” 
Yet the testimony of Mr. Cross proves " that the 
“system of such schools is, to make them practically 
“and exclusively confined to Roman Catho- 
lics.” Aid, then, is given to exclusive schools, 
as Mr. Cardwell states, without an infringement of 
the rules, but if the Bible be opened dwring school 
hours in & Protestant school, no assistance can be 
given, for the rules of the Board would be infringed.

_“ Her Majesty’s Government would see with satisfac- 
tion an armistice for six months or a year, with the 
object of convening a National Assembly, fairly 
elected, which might provide for the future government 
of the country, Her Majesty's Government does not 
presume in any manner to prescribe the form of such 
government, but it should be of such a nature as to 
promise stability and order. With this view the exe- 
cutive should have a character of permanence. A 
general amnesty should be decreed, and civil and reli- 
gious toleration should be proclaimed, because it is only 
through some concessions by cach of the parties to the 
contest that the re-establishment of peace can be hoped 
for. If this advive, offered for the good of Mexico, be 
not accepted, her Britannic Majesty's Government will 
have no other resources than to demand from the two 
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parties reparation commensurate with the injuries sut- 
fered by British subjects.

But even these sportive 
invitations, wrought by man in cmulation of what 
time has done to temples and palaces, are per- 
haps centuries old, and, beginning as ilusions, have 
grownfto be venerable in sober earnest, The result of all 
is a scene, pensive, lovely, dream-like, & njoyabie, and 
sad, such as is to be found nowhere save in there 
princely villa residences in the neighbourhood of Rome; 
j a scene that must have required generations and ages, 

during which growth, decay, and man’s intelligence 
wrought kindly together to render it so gently wild as 
| we behold it now. The final charm is bestowed by the 
| malaria, “here is a piercing, thrilling, delicious kird 
| of regret in the idea of so much beauty thrown away,

actual possession. But Donatello telt nothing of this 
dream-like melancholy that baunts the spot.
